The Ella M. foundered and 
sank Thursday night off Rabbit 
Island, three miles offshore and 
midway up the east coast of Man- 
itoulin Island at the north end of 
Lake Huron. The McQueen, its 
rudder smashed and engines use- 
less, drifted 16 hour's in the blind- 
ing snowstorm Friday night it 
piled into the rocks off this tiny 


village at the southeast corner 
of Manitoulin, 
Five men struggled ashore 


from the McQueen in a lifeboat 
Saturday 

The night before a tiny motor 
launch, Gracie IJ, smashed into 


the rocks astern of the 4#-loot 


tug in a futile attempt to tow it 
into the harbor, ' 

Ten men and a woman aboard 
the Ella M Sat- 
urday when Stuart Peacock of 
Tobermory, Ont. worked the 
Gracie from the rocks and sped 
up the coast to Rabbit Island 

He transferred them to a for- 
mer Royal Canadian Navy mine- 
sweeper, the tug Lachine, which 
bucked up the stormy lake from 
Sarnia, covering 190 miles in 10 
hours to answer the urgent call 
for help. 

The $100,000 Ella M. can not 
be salvaged, although a special 
drill on board valued at $58,000, 
may be recovered.

Peacemakers 

The basic cause of World War 
I and of the press ri 1 war 
the failure of the peac emakers, 
in both cases, to recognize some 
fundamental facts regarding 


power relationships. The Con- 
gress of Vienna, following the 
Napoleonic Wars, managed after 
many failures and adjournments 
to construct a peace system which 
endured, in all fundamental mat- 
ters, for nearly 100 years, This 
was because its engineers, regard- 
less of ideological differences and 
conflicts of national interest, 
recognized the first axiom of en- 
during peace between sovereign 


states. This axiom can be so 
stated - 
The condition for a _ lasting 


peace is the construction of such 
a system of power relationships 
that it is to the interest of all 
the powers, victor and  van- 
quished, to preserve it, while no 
power or combination of powers 
can anticipate overturning it 
with success 

The Versailles system broke 
down because the power on 
which it rested in Eastern Eur- 
ope was a fiction, and because 
it was not to the interest of two 


powers—both at that time weak 
but potentially strong— to pre- 
serve it, since it was directed 


Each had a 
common interest to destroy it 
as well as a calculable oppor- 
tunity. These powers were Ger- 
many and Russia. The system 
began to crumble in 1922 when 
Russia and Germany clasped 
hands at the Genoa Conference, 
and exploded in 1939 when Stalin 
gave Hitler the green light 

Thus, despite the fact that the 
First World War had arisen out 
of a struggle between Germanic 
and Slavie interests in South- 
eastern Europe, a changed power 
situation led them to combine 
against a condition tolerable te 
neither

a condition exists or threatens 
under which one great power is in 
4 position to destroy the .other 
Here we come to the present 
impasse If the Soviet Union 
adds Germany to her power 
potential, she can win Europe 


and be in a position to destroy 
us. On the other hand, if the 
United States can control West- 
ern Europe and Germany, she 
will be in a position to destroy 
the Soviet Union. 

Both the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. must, therefore, in con- 
sideration of basic security, pre- 


vent the other from accomplish- 
ing this objective. The retreat of 
either will lead to “the accom- 
plishment of the objective by the 


other. The attempt of both to 
reach the same objective will 
lead to war. War only can be 


averted, therefore, by the re- 
linquishment of the objective by 
both contenders, under condi- 
tions which make it impossible 
for either to reopen the contest, 
and to the interests of both to 
preserve the conditions. 

Is this possible? 

It is not possible if, as Ameri- 
can and Russian policymakers 
both seem to believe, either is 
out for world domination. 

But if we may assume that the 
hysterical recriminations and 
political tactics of both parties 
arise from the impasse itself, 
and would change were a solu- 
tion to be found, then it is en- 
tirely possible it would require 
not minor compromises, but 
agreement regarding the goal to 
be achieved (the security of 
both) and the means far achiev- 
ing it which do not, in reality, 
afford any wide range of choices,

Newfoundland 
A Cinderella 


Editor, Buljetin—Your editorial 
about Newfoundland is most op- 


portune, How is it that public 
opinion in western Canada has 
had so little to say about Can- 


ada’s proposed eastern extension? 

As you say almost half the 
people of Newfoundland are op- 
posed to Canadian absorption. 
That opinion they have consist- 
ently maintained since the time 
of Canadian confederation, 

In his preface to the Rogers’ 
Report on conditions in Nova 


Scotia, 1933, the Hon, A. L. Mac- 
Donald quoted the then recent 
Royal Commission report on 
Newfoundland as saying: “The 
people of Newfoundland would 
much prefer to be masters in 


their own home, howover poor, 
than to play the part of Cinder- 
ella in the Canadian mansion.” 
I have always felt that that 
sentence is the most perfect des- 
cription of Canada’s political 
status that words can express. 
Cinderella had two rich” sis- 
ters, so has Canada, sisters who 
don't like one another, but who 
unite to keep Canada’s Cinder- 
ella states in their places. 
Canada has seven Cinderella 
sisters at present; with New- 
foundland added there would be 
another. Unfortunately three of 
Canada’s Cinderella provinces 
are on the Atlantic sea-board and 
four of them extend out to the 
Pacific; and no way has been dis- 
covered yet to bring Canada’s 
seven Cinderella provinces to- 
gether in one common objective. 
Canada’s geographical lay gut 
makes such a thing almost im- 
possible. 
That being so, what would the 
immediate result of adopting an- 


other Cinderella province’ on 
Canada’s Atlantic coast? 
It is doubtful if the result 


could be of any material benefit 
to the Maritime provinces. It is 


certain that the result would be 
politically and therefore  eco- 
nomically detrimental to the 


western provinces. 

Surely nobody will deny that 
the Dominion of Canada is now 
one of the most politically and 
economically unbalanced territor- 
ial units in the world. Nearly all 
the weight is in the middle 
against’ which both ends are 
politically played. The absorption 
of Newfoundland could only ag- 
gravate the present condition 
against the western extremity. 

Therefore, western Canadians 
should realize that the incor- 
poration of Newfoundland into 
jhe Dominion of Canada is the 
most dangerous territorial addi- 
tion that could happen to their 


political hopes, aspirations and 
requirements.

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Most of the peop I know— 
or those, at any rate, who have 
an awareness of the world about 
them—are living now with a feel- 
ing ,of depression. 

Real, solid peace, the kind of 
peace we thought we had be- 
fore 1938, never seemed farther 
away. Each day the black 
headlines make it seem more 
precarious. The urgent voice 
of the radio commentator, the 
syndicated punditry of the news 
analyst, the speech of Vishinsky 
or Bevin or the local service 
club speaker, lengthen the shadow 
of gloom. 

The depression we ordinary 
fellows feel doesn’t come mercly 
from these outside influences, 
but from an inability to be 
clear in our own minds. 

There is a strong compulsion 
to distrust the news and the 
motives of the men and nations 
who make it. There is a terrible 
frustrating feeling of not clear- 
ly understanding the real issues. 
And no one seems interested in 
calmly clarifying them. 

There is a great temptation 
either to follow blindly (and 
lazily) that whith suits our con- 
venience or to simply say heigh 
ho, the hell with it all, and let his- 
tory take its course. 

I have had this struggle. I 
think most of us have had it. 
But this week — by accident, 
really—I came across a guide for 
myself and for those of you who 
may share this unhappy irame of 
mind, The guide is a book by a 
Canadian, Leslie Roberts, titled 
“Home From the Cold Wars.”

When I had finished reading 
“Home from the Cold Wars” I 
felt like getting aboard the first 
airliner for Montreal, sitting 
down with Leslie Roberts and 
asking him to go right on talk- 
ing. Because it is the first time 
that the individual's place in 
the threats and accusations and 
global chess-board moves of to- 
day have made any sense to me. 

I did the next best thing. I 
sent off a wire to the author 
asking him if he would tell me 
in his opinion what the average 
Joe Doakes Canadian can do in 
the interests of peace. Roberts’ 
reply was. characteristically 
straightforward. 

“First,” he said, “the individual 
Canadian can try to get himself 
into a state of mind suitable for 
calm judgment and think things 
through in an atmosphere other 
than that of the prevalent hys- 
teria. 

“Second, thinking in these 
terms, he can challenge the 
hysterical and thoughtless people 
who have joined the war mongers 
simply because it is the easiest 
thing to do.

Power Politics 


His Conclusion 


“Finally, when enough of ws 
realize what World War Three 
would mean, we can, by raising 
our voices for peace, force our 
leaders to lead and not be a hol- 
low echo of the power politician 
elsewhere. 

“We have the machinery avaik 
able in the United Nations, but 
have permitted it to become the 
property of the great, which was 
never its purpose.” 

As a working basis for the 
everyday person's adjustment to 
events today, this strikes me as 
wonderfully sensible. And back- 
ed by this fine little book those 
four simple paragraphs can be a 
beginning to a personal voice in 
peace. 


Genuine 
Danger 

In “Home from the Cold 
Wars,” Roberts begins with the 
fact that the lesser nations of 
the world are sick and weary 
of the power politics of both 
and that, “in the light of man’s 
experience during the past dee- 
ade what is happening in the 
world of today makes no sense, 
and the citizens of the smaller 
nations feel it more sharply than 
either Russ or Yank, each of 
whom has the feeling of power 
in his loins.” 

He then examines the truths 
and untruths in the so-called 
“cold war,” an examination that 
took him to Russia and to other 
nations of Europe. In effect, he 
is that rarest of 198 journalists, 
a neutral, fact-finding and blunt- 
speaking correspondent, talking 
up to Uncle Sam and Uncle Joe. 

The Russia I saw is not the 
Russia I read about in America,” 
he writes, “The America the Rus- 
sians talk about is not the con- 
tinent on which I make my home. 
Somehow the rest of us must find 
a way to dam the channels of 
hatred, into which each of these 
two powers is pouring a flood of 
lies, else what Europe fears—the 
collapse of the roof of an un- 
easy peace—will happen. That is 
what this book is about. My fel- 
low countrymen, like the Euro- 
peans, are standing under that 
roof.” 

It has taken some courage for 
a highly successful writer to 
make this report. Roberts is as 
frankly critical of Sam as he 
is of Joe and the familiar nitwits 
will cry “Red,” as they do when- 
ever a man speaks an unpleasant 
truth. If this book is reviewed 
by Time Magazine, for example, it 
will be in terms of derision. 

But it will not surprise me 
this book gives heart to many, 
many of us who are struggling 
for a way to think for ourselves,

The bill now before the parlia- 
ment of Eire, to sever (he last re-

That is strong language. But if 
you had been a witness of the 
“bloody Easter weeg rebellion” 
of 1916—-as I was--and had seen 
other phases of the strife in that 
tumultuous period—as I did 
then you would understand. The 
spirit of independence. flames 
figreely in Eire, and the memories 
of her citizens are long 

I ran into a striking illustra- 
tion of this the last time I was 
in Dublin. I was out to take pie- 
tures of some of the old build- 
ings of the capital, and wanted to 
include the House of Parliament 
That was difficult because a huge 
statue of Queen Victoria stood 
right in front of the structure and 
all but cut off the front view. I 
had finally taken a couple of pic-

tures when a uniformed officer 
came up and said: 

“We can't have a picture of the 
parliament building taken with 
the Queen in front of it.” 

The officer carried away the 
film which I had handed him. 

Within a few minutes, a gov- 
ernment official telephoned me 
at my hotel and apologized for 
the incident. My film was return- 
ed 
* The only tie remaining between 
England and Eire is an act which 
allows the King to accredit Eire's 
representatives in foreign coun- 
tries and to sign international 
agreements, That isn’t much of a
